A re-trial of th e su it by E. G. 
W hited, S trab an tow nship, against 
the F ry sto w n M utual F ire In su r­ 
ance com pany, York county, is listed 
w ith four other cases w hich are 
slated to go before juries in Adams 
county court during th e forthcom ­ 
ing April session of th e court of 
com m on pleas. 
T he list of five civil 
actions was prepared today by Pro- 
thonotary C. A rthur B ram e a t the 
co u rt house. 
T he case was tried in November 
court in Adams county last year and 
in an unusual verdict IO m en and 
two women turned in answ ers to 
seven questions involved in th e case 
instead of rendering a sim ple verdict 
for or against one of th e litigants. 
Mr. W hited, who com es into the 
case as a judgm ent cred ito r of S. P 
Jacques, who operated a roadhouse 
along the Lincoln highw ay east of 
here, brought the su it ag ain st Hie 
insurance com pany on a policy cov­ 
ering thp property owned by Ja c ­ 
ques. 
The roadhouse was destroyed 
by fire in M arch, 1937, a n d W hited 
sought to collect on the policy. There 
had been attached to th e insurance 
policy involved in the case a sta n d ­ 
ard m ortgage clause m aking th e lass 
payable to W hited as “m ortgagee.” 
In an opinion handed down in 
court here on February 13 Judge W. 
C. Sheely granted a new trial in tile 
case

OF LONGSTREET 


T he L ongstreet M em orial associa­ 
tion will aw ard a m edal early in 
1940 for th e highest service rendered 
the fam e of G eneral Longstreet d u r­ 
ing the year 1939, officers of th e a s­ 
sociation 
announced 
today. 
Tile 
aw ard will be given annually h ere­ 
after. 
G eneral 
Longstreet saw 
tw enty 
years of service in th e U nited S tate s 
Army. 
He fought 
in th e In d ian 
contests in th e west, and he p a r­ 
ticipated 
iii 
every 
battle 
of 
th e 
M exican 
war. 
He 
was 
severely 
wounded in th e 
last engagem ent 
while hoisting his regim ental flag 
above th e battlem ents of C hapul- 
te p ^ . 
Second in com m and to G eneral 
Lite in th e W ar Betw een the S tates, 
L ongstreet won the first battle of 
th e w ar a t Bull R un an d form ed 
the last battle line a t A ppom attox. 
L ongstreet's com m and particip ated 
in each cam paign won by the Army 
of N orthern Virginia, w ith the ex ­ 
ception 
of 
C hancellorsviile, 
a n d 
mack* th e fight at G ettysburg. F irst 
Coi'ps. under L ongstreet’s com m and, 
guarded the n o rth side of R ich­ 
m ond diming th e w inter of 1864-5, 
holding back th e U nion forces. 
L ongstreet lias been dead nearly 
forty years and n o t a m onum ent, 
stone or m arker ever h as been erect­ 
ed to him , w ith th e exception of a 
seat in tho city park of G ainesville. 
G eorgia, and a m arker erected in 
the replacem ent of a river bridge 
near G ainesville, officers of the a s ­ 
sociation pointed out today. 
T he association’s announcem ent of 
the aw arding of a L ongstreet m edal 
gave as its purpose to m ake “th e 
A m erican people conscious of a g reat 
neglect.” 
Survivors of th e F irst Corps o r­ 
ganized th e association during th e 
75th. anniversary celebration of th e 
battle of G ettysburg held here last 
sum m er. 
G eneral J. F. Howell, of B ristol, 
Virginia, Is president. T he executive 
clerk is Mrs. W. E. D alton, of th e 
L ongstreet M em orial association, S a ­ 
vannah Beach, Georgia. 
Helen D ortch Longstreet, widow of 
the general, bs w riting a story of 
liis life.

ONOLULU, T. H. — As these notes are written, it is the first day of 
Spring everywhere — but on this island of Oahu it is always Spring, 
as well as Summer. They have to make their ice here. January and De­ 
cember are twins so far as climate is concerned. And each month goes 
arm and arm with the others — with the fragrant flower leis ever colorful 
end beautiful, for this is a never-ending country of blooming flowers. Each 
day of the year clings to near 70 degrees! 
Here it is a reality — "Orchids to you!” I visited several gardens and 
saw them growing in the open from their nests in the trees — great 
branches of them. Recently the Chief of Police in Honolulu has been 
giving away orchids to careful women drivers — at his own expense! His 
officers stop such drivers and say: "Please pull over to the curb. 
This 
is an orchid corsage to you from the Chief of Police — for being a careful 
driver.” 
Today’s Honolulu "Star-Builetin” has a front page picture of bathing 
beauty Miss Marjorie Gregson, having her back decorated with the like­ 
ness of Jack Swift, singer, by Caricaturist Paul Swartz.

I have been amused by the names of some of the fish caught around 
fhe islands.

name for but one, the last one named: Humuhumunukunukuapuaa. The 
Hawaiian alphabet has but 12 letters — but they sure use these twelve 
aplenty!

refusal of democrats

‘‘political activity*” and to require 
only a majority vote of the senate 
to confirm Jam es’ appointees to the 
commission. 
I t was the requirement th a t 34 
Senators vote for confirmation th at 
balked efforts Monday night to gain 
approval for Jam es’ appointees to 
the commission, the state board of 
motion picture censors. 
"We’ve fooled with these fellows 
long 
enough,” declared 
Majority 
Leader G. Mason Owlett after the 
nominations fell one by one. “Now 
we’ll try something else.” 
He did not say when another a t­ 
tempt might be made 
to obtain 
confirmation of the m ajor appoin­ 
tees. which democrats have been 
threatening for months to balk be­ 
cause of Jam es’ demands for whole­ 
sale resignations from various state 
boards. 
These other m ajor developments 
occupied the legislators: 
I.—Republican senators decided 
in caucizs that neither democrat 
Herbert S. Levin nor republican 
Samuel W. Salus should be seated.

discussion 
at

republican 
luncheon-conference tonight. 
4—Two bills to require syphilis 
tests of prospective mothers and 
applicants 
for 
marriage 
licenses 
were sent to the governor. 
5—Tile anthracite operators’ bill 
for price-fixing and other measures 
to help their industry was intro­ 
duced in the house. 


6—While a senate committee met 
to consider a rn Ilion dollar school- 
aid bill, possibility of action in time 
to stave off a threatened strike of 
some 
unpaid 
teachers 
April 
15 
faded. 
The senate republicans’ efforts to 
gain the necessary nine democratic 
votes for confirmation of appointees 
fell far short. 
Senator 
Joseph 
P. 
Dando 
of 
Schuylkill 
county 
was 
the only 
member of the minority to go along 
on any of the nominations. 
But by changing their votes from 
“aye” to “no” after each nominee 
was turned down, several of the re­ 
publicans opened the way to bring 
up the names again. 
First to fall was John Siggins, Jr., 
of W arren county, as a

Utility commissioner. Then, one by 
one. fell the appointments of Secre­ 
tary Howard L. Russell of the De­ 
partm ent of Public Assistance, John 
Schropp of Lebanon, John Steven­ 
son of Bryn Mawr, MVs.

Knoud of Philadelphia and Frank 
A. Robbins, Jr., of Steelton, to the 
state board of assistance; Mf s.

2 Balkan States 
Control

New York. April ll — England’s 
reported decision to guarantee that 
Turkey and Greece won’t lose their 
independence in the German-Italian 
expansion drive gives a candid- 
camera snap-shot of the funda­ 
mental cause of the present critical 
stage of the clash between the Euro­ 
pean dictatorships and democracies. 
Pushing aside such distracting in­ 
cidents as tile occupation of Albania 
and the argument over Dunzig, we 
find that Britain and Fiance con­ 
sider that the security of their em­ 
pires is threatened by the activities 
of the Ronie-Berlin axis. 
The committee for imperial de­ 
fense sitting in London is said to 
have 
decided 
unanimously t h a t 
Turkey and Greece are vital to the 
safety of the Anglo-French imperial 
routes in the Mediterranean. 
This means that he who dominates 
these two Balkan states controls tne 
eastern end of tile M editerranean. 
and the countries surrounding it. 
Turkey and Greece lie just on the 
fringe of 'he politico-economic em- I 
pire which Herr Hitler has estab­ 
lished in eastern Europe ami the 
Balkans. His degree of control over 
these countries, while large, isn’t so 
great as it is over the rest of the 
Balkans and Hungary. 
Over a considerable period of years 
Turkey and Greece have leaned 
heavily towards Britain, fearing that 
their territorial integrity and even 
independence might suffer at the 
hands of Germany or Italy. 
As a m atter of fact, both these 
states feared Mussolini much more 
than they did Hitler, up until the 
nazi chief’s triumph over Czecho­ 
slovakia last fall. 
As regards Mussolini’s intentions, 
Greece has been fearful that he 
might annex some of the islands cif 
her coast and perhaps even some of 
her mainland. Turkey has felt sure 
that ll Duce liad his eye on the 
coastal region of southeastern Asia 
Minor. 
Now with Hitler and Mussolini ap­ 
parently working in close accord in 
the drive down the Balkan peninsula, 
Turkey and Greece are decidedly 
worried. And their neighbors to the 
north are in a state of jangling 
nerves. 
Despite the desire of the Balkans 
to protect their independence, they 
have made it very clear tliat they 
hesitate to join the projected Angio- 
Fiench “halt Hitler’’ bloc. 
There 
are two reasons for this. 
One is that all the Balkans are 
afraid of Germany’s military might. 
The other is that the reich con­ 
sumes some fifty per cent and up of 
their products, und neither Britain 
nor any other country is in a posi­ 
tion to provide an alternative market. 
One point looms large ui the minds 
cf the Balkans. 
The G e r m a n 
Frankfurter Zeitung called attention 
to it in an editorial declaring that 
the western powers are incapable cf 
“rendering timely and effective aid 
to an eastern European State.”
